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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 5-8 , 1 0- 1 3 and 1 5- 1 7 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While the closest prior art of record teaches (Sato) teaches a similar touch panels, 
comprising a first light and second light transmitting films and a bond layer made of a rubber 
base adhesive (rubber elastic layer adhesive), none of the prior art of record teaches the claimed 
transparent touch panels having adhesive layer between and attaching the first and second light 
transmitting films layer, wherein the adhesive layer is silicon rubber elastic adhesive having: a 
hardness in a range of 10-70 on measurement scale A of Rockwell hardness test in Japanese 
Industrial Standards, a compressive permanent distortion factor of no more than 50 % under 
measurement conditions of 70OC and 22 hours of B method in American Society for Testing and 
Materials, a total light transmittance of at least 90%, and a thickness of at least 5 pm. While 
silicon based rubber adhesives are known in the art to bond similar transmitting films, none of 
the prior art of record teaches or provide any motivation for selecting/or using a silicon based 
rubber elastic adhesive meeting the claimed characteristics.
